Floods 
Of recent years 
many 
hun- 
dreds

away by the undermining 
floods 
of the river 
The exact acreage 
cannot well be given as all traces 
of section corners and line marks 
have been obliterated 
Government Aid Needed 
Farmers have not as yet been 
able to cope with the ravages of 
flood 
waters 
which 
shows 
the 
much needed aid from the Fed- 
eral

government which we hope 
will 
come 
soon 
Ten 
thou- 
sand 


¬ 
dollars 
were appropriated 
by congress a short time ago to 
be used by engineers in sounding 
the river and taking observations 
looking to something permanent 
being done to control

A storage reservoir on the up-- 
Gila would solve the problem

The Reclamation Service has ap 
proved a site well up in the head 
waters in iNew Mexico Duinom 
ing further has been done 
New Land Brought Under Water 
In consequence of lower lands 
being wasted 
by floods 
exten 
tensions to several of the canals 
have 
been 
projected 
some 
on 
hijjher lands and others farther 
down the valley 
By this exten-

has been kept good 
General Improvement 
Following advance ideas from 
the Department 
of Agriculture 
and advised and worked out by 
its agencies such as our exten ¬ 
sion service 
our farm adviser

In the last few years nearly 
sixty 
silos 
have 
been 
erected 
mostly cement 
concrete which 
has 
greatly 
facilitated 
feeding 
and overcoming losses 
Better 
fences 
cleaner ditches 
better 
homes and vastly better farming 
It is generally understood that 
the Gila valley furnishes the best 
examples of progressive farming 
shown in the State 
War Needs 
Since the declaration of war 
our farmers 
have proved 
loyal 
by

In 50 
shots rapid fire he hit objects 50 
times within the limit five min-

Carl has received his baptism 
of fire and proud of it like a

more American boys writes home 
and tells of the splendid work of 
the Red Cross 
His letter follows and is most 
interesting and patriotic 
Somewhere In France 
August 30 
1918 
My Dearest Folks 
After a brief absence 
I shall 
again let you 
know that I am 
still alive but will tell you where 
I am and what is wrong for it is 
no 
more 
than 
right 
that you 
should know 
We went 
Over the Top 
on 
the 28th at 730 a 
m 
and made 
some 
advancements 
We 
had 
strong resistance from the Boche 
rby machine gun 
and 
artillery 
ftre but that never did stop an 
American 
nor never will 
We 
took 
many 
prisoners and 
they 
gave up readily and only too glad 
to be out of the fight 
Several 
officers were among them 
We had a fine barrage 
but the 
Boche counter barraged and were 
shooting big high explosives 
and 
it was one of these that broke 
over me 
My 
pack 
was 
badly 
hit and saved my life 
A large 
piece 
hit 
my helmet and made 
some dent 
I got a slight wound 
under the 
left 
eye 
and shell 
shocked 
but not severe for I am 
able to walk 
Am at present in an American 
Hospital 
just a short ways from 
Paris 
Am 
getting 
fine 
treat- 
ment

It is hers where we see 
the work of the Red Cross 
The 
people in the States should 
con 
tribute freely for they are help ¬ 
ing the boys here by doing so 
Do not worry over me a bit 
for I shall be alright as soon as 
my nerves get alright 
We are hitting Fritz hard all 
along the line and 
I think they 
shall soon see there is no chance 
and quit or we will be hammer ¬ 
ing on the Rhine before long 
I suppose that I am the first 
one from Safford to be wounded 
and I feel rather proud of it not 
sorry 
No mail has reached me yet 
and I am so anxious to hear from 
home and pray that all are well 
and happy
